NUTRITION 


Cavities in our teeth is the most 
widespread of all the chronic dis 
eases in America. People don't 
seem to think of dental health in 
that way. But they should, Almost 
100% of our population is afflict 
ed. Come to think of it, our den 
tists represent the largest group 
of doctors exclusively trained to 
treat a single health problem 

But our record in controlling 
dental caries should be much bet 
ter. The professional help is avail 
able but people don’t take suffi 
cient advantage of it. Where 
expense is a problem, there is 
talk of a “Blue kind of 
coverage. But above all, people 
apparently are not sufficiently 
motivated. I say this because I am 
convinced that regular trips to 
your dentist save money—and are

cheapest in the long run. So I 
urge you to see your dentist 
regularly 


Preventive Care 

But let’s talk about the kind of 
care that can prevent or minimize 
dental problems. Nutrition cer 
tainly isn’t a be-all, end-all with 
regard to dental health. But we 
believe that good nutrition has to 
make a contribution to dental 
health, whereas bad nutrition cer 
tainly can cause dental problems 

Let's take infants as an exam 
ple. The newborn child's mouth 
contains the beginnings of 52 
teeth. Since the unborn child de- 
pends upon its mother for nour 
ishment, this means a pregnant 
woman's diet must be adequate in 
calcium, phosphorus and vitamin 
D if the child's dental and other 
bone development are to be suf-

With an insufficient diet, 
the baby’s start on tooth develop- 
ment may be impaired or may

An infant's teeth, of course, do 


not protrude through the gums 
until about the sixth month of 
life, But the living structures for 
teeth were formed before birth 
and continue to develop after 
birth.

your teeth are inert. But the pulp 
of teeth contains nerves and blood 
vessels. Your teeth are also fas 
tened to bones by a membrane 
that is living material. So are the 
bony ridges of the upper and 
lower jaw in which your teeth are 
imbedded 


Teeth Not “Dead” 
So, our teeth are hardly “dead” 
stuff, And dental health depends 


upon good nutrition both super- 
ficially and basically. Superficial 
nutritional abuse of our teeth ob- 
viously includes eating sticky, 
sweet foods and not cleaning our 
teeth properly after eating. Basic 
nutrition for dental health is more 
concerned with a diet that causes 
you to chew foods well for the 
exercise this gives to your gums 
and teeth. And making sure you 
get, along with all other needed 
nutrients, enough calcium, phos- 
phorus and vitamin D Milk is the 
suurce of about 75% of the cal- 
cium in our food supply (and 
good amounts of phosphorus). To 
help us best utilize those nutri- 
ents, most milk is fortified with 
vitamin D

“DON’T FORGET TO SAY 
YOUR PRAYERS” 


“Pray without ceasing; in ev- 
erything give thanks.” Prayer 
is as necessary and as vital 
to our spiritual health as brea- 
thing is to the physical being. 
We never get too old for some- 
one to remind us to pray. 

Jesus told his disciples in 
Matthew 6, “and when youpray, 
you shall not be as the hypo- 
crites: for they love to stand 
and pray in the synagogues and 
in the corners of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men.”

Three facts are certain: (1) 
you're going to die, (2) you have 
property and (3) someone is 
going to get your property. Th 
ese rather foreboding factsare 
known by everyone. Yet many 
people do very little planning 
for the distribution of their 
property at their death. Con 
sequently, the impact of ad 
ministrative expenses and 
death taxes upon their estates 
is often disastrous. The prob 
lem is particularly acute in 
agriculture where many farm 
estates, unable to meet estate 
expenses, are divided into in- 
efficient units or forced into 
sale 

To confront this problem, 
the Coffee County Extension 
Service is offering a one-day 
estate planning clinic to be 
held in the Farm Center Coli 
seum at New Brockton on Wed 
nesday, May 1.

Guaranteed 


FarmLoans Now 
From FHA 


Guaranteed loans by banks 
and other leading agencies are 
a new source of credit for far- 
mers who cannot otherwise find 
financial assistance, Bill Ray, 
FmHa County Supervisor for 
Dale and Coffee Counties said. 

“FmHa is already offering 
borrowers insured loans and 
loans in which private lenders 
and FmHa participate.” Mr. 
Ray explained. 

Farmers who need credit can 
apply for loans either through 
the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration or through banks, Fed- 
eral Land Banks, co-ops, in- 
Surance companies, or other 
private sources of financing. 
The lending organization makes 
and services the loan. 

Farmers Home Administra- 
tion will repay private lending 
institutions up to 90 percent 
of any loss on a guaranteed 
loan, but not more than 90 per- 
cent of the original principal. 
Farmers Home also pays the 
-bank the difference betweenthe 
borrower’s interest rate, and 
the current FmHa guaranteed 
rate of 9 percent for emergen- 
cy and operating loans, and 8 
percent for farm ownership, 
soil and water, and recreation 
loans Lenders pay FmHa a 
fee for each loan guaranteed. 

FmHa borrowers are now 
paying 5 percent interest for 
farm ownership, emergency, 
soil and water, and recrea- 
tion loans. The interest rate 
for operating loans is 6-3/4 
percent. ‘ 

Mr. Ray also indicated that 
a recent ruling from the Office 
of the Comptroller General, 
Washington, D.C., was good 
news for national banks that 
participate inthe FmHa gua- 
rantee program 

“The ruling provides that 
only the non-guaranteed part 
of any loan is charged against 
the bank's lending limit,” he 
said. “This means that, if 90 
percent of a $75,000 farm ow- 
nership loan is guaranteed, only 


$7,500 of that loan will be char- ‘ 


ged against the lending limit.” 

Mr. Ray points out that the 
applicant must meet the same 
eligibility requirements for a 
guaranteed loan as he would for 
a regular FmHa loan of the 
same type. Interest rates and 
repayment terms are the same 
for guaranteed loans as for 
conventional Farmers Home 
i0ans 

In order to make the guaran- 
teed lending process easier and 
applications, forms, and 
statement are prepared by reg- 
ular lenders 

The Farmers Home Admini- 
Stration County Supervisor has 
many loan programs available 
for farmers and other rural 
residents and rural communi 
ties Guaranteed loans made

Dr. Oddvar Berg, who has 
only been a citizen ofthe United 
States for six years, and who 
Spent 20 years as a missionary 
and chaplain inthe Belgian Con- 
BO, was the speaker, He spoke 
on what is right with America, 
listing its tremendous size and

One problem in America, be- 
lieves Dr. Berg, is that adults 
don’t spent enough time with 
youth,

At first, the careful and judi- 
cious selection of youth-protect- 
ings foods will be a novelty you'll 
enjoy. But after that may come 
the danger period when the nov- 
elty provided by a new regimen 
begins to wear off, and you are 
tempted to lapse into the “oh, 
it’s too much trouble’ kind of 
defeatist thinking. f 

Yet I promise you that once 
you have successfully weather- 
ed this period of temptation to 
return to the old haphazard way 
of eating, you'll subconsciously 
begin accepting, or rejecting, 
each food on the basis of its 
contribution to your  youthful- 
ness and long life, with the 
same skill as that exercised by 
a trained nutritionist. Instine- 
tively, you will avoid the old 
“gooey” meals with which you 
formerly insulted your body, 
FOOD COMMANDMENTS 


The food commandments I 
shall lay down are those that 
will afford you taste pleasures 
and adventures in good eating 
the like of which you have sel- 
dom enjoyed before. 

Let's take these six general 
rules — cammandments I have 
called them—one by one, in de- 
tail, as they pertain to your goal 
of attaining a long, youthful, en- 
joyable life.

The protein story has been de- 
veloped rather fully for you in 
the preceding chapters, so there 
is no need to repeat at length 
the fact that protein is essential 
for feeding, repairing and re- 
building your muscles, nerves, 
tissues, glands and vital organs. 

In case of Illness or convales- 
cence, protein is the rebuilder 
of your health. 

Life insurance companies have 
an unsentimental, dollars-and- 
cents interest in keeping you 
well and alive for a long time. 
For that reason they issue ser-

ies of pamphlets and booklets 
loaded with sane advice on how 
to avoid illness and early death. 
I quote from one of the pam- 
phlets directed at the 40-and- 
over group: 

“An ample, nutritious diet is 
as important to adults as to 
growing children. Learn to like 
and to choose foods that are 
food for you. Well-balanced 
meals of vegetables, meats and 
fresh fruits are health-building 
meals. ‘lhe impression that peo- 
ple in the older ages should 
avoid eating meat is entirely er- 
roneous. In fact, some diseases 
are due to lack of protein which 
is contained in such foods as 
meat, fish, poultry, eggs and 
cheese.” 

Let's see what nutritional sci- 
ence has been doing to fight 
these “disease enemies of your 
youth,” 


BLOOD DISORDERS 


First, we'll take blood disor- 
ders. One of the most common 
of these in persons past 40 is 
anemia, The paleness which has 
come to be associated with 
growing older is often nothing 
except a visible symptom of nu- 
tritional anemia. There’s no rea- 
son why a person shouldn't pos- 
sess a healthy, glowing com- 
plexion in later years, provided 
his blood is rich with red color- 
ing matter, But healthy blood 
cannot be formed without pro- 
tein any more than it can be 
maintained without the minerals 
iron and copper. You can't build 
good red blood on tea and toast. 

Anemia at any age cannot be 
shrugged off as ‘not serious.” 
But in middle life anemia is an 
ailment that can shorten your 
years of useful, vigorous living. 

If you suspect you may be 
anemic, go at once to your doc- 
tor or to a reliable laboratory 
and have a blood count taken, 

If a blood count reveals too 
few red cells and a low per-

centage of hemoglobin (that is, 
it is not red enough), then you 
should act at once to restore 
your blood to normal, How? 
By immediately converting to 
high-protein meals (those con- 
taining lean meat, liver, kidney, 
heart, dark meat of poultry, 
eggs, cheese and low-fat milk 
products. Bat generously of iron- 
rich apricots, molasses, prunes, 
raisins, whole grains, beets, par- 
sley, radishes, citrus fruits and 
pineapple, to mention but a few 
foods highest in iron content. 


MINERAL SUPPLEMENT 


As a safety measure, your doc- 
tor will probably also prescribe 
a mineral supplement contain- 
ing organic iron to rebuild your 
blood as quickly as possible. 

As an added iron tonic which 
you can prepare for yourself at 
home, buy some unbleached ap- 
ricots (usually found in health 
food stores). If apricots can’t 
be had, the next best fruits are 
dried peaches or raisins. 

Put a handful of the fruit in a 
glass, cover with lukewarm wa- 
ter, stir, let stand overnight. 
Next morning stir the mixture 
again, drain off the water into 
another glass, adding to it one 
tablespoon of black molasses. 
Prepare and drink this iron ton- 
ic several times a week (the 
fruit should also be eaten), 

I have, of course, been speak- 

ing exclusively of simple, iron- 
deficiency anemia which com- 
prises about 95 percent of all 
anemia cases,

IN COFFEE 


As you can readily see, 
turkey hunting has been pretty 
good in Coffee County this year. 
Eddie Jolley, pictured has dis- 
played on the walk at the Agri 
cultural Center in New Brock- 
ton the rewards for long hours 
of planning and hunting, not to 
mention loss of sleep. 

In the picture is a 16 1/2 
pound wild turkey gobbler and 
the feet and beards of 2 ma 
ture gobblers, and 2 young gob- 
blers. These birds averaged 
weighing from 12 to 18 pounds, 
and were all taken in Cotfee 
County. Wild turkeys are found 
in extensive woodlands thro- 
ughout Alabama. In Coffee 
County they are located along 
Pea River, and in some of the 
heavily wooded areas in the 
norshern part of the county. 

Flocks begin to break up 
in late winter, at which time 
the old mature gobblers set 
up poorly defined breeding ter- 
titories. These old toms mate 
with a number of hens, usu- 
ally 4 or 5. Breeding sea- 
son extends from late winter to 
about May: 15, with a peak in 
March and April. The Spring 
hunting season in Coffee Co- 
unty is from March 20 to Ap- 
ril 30. Coffee County does 
not have a Fall turkey sea- 
son. 

Suitable habitat for wild 
turkeys can be maintained in 
this area on cropland, hay- 
land, pastureland, woodland, or 
wildlife land. The ideal hab- 
itat consists of a mixture of 
these. Lands that are manag-

ed for wild turkeys should be 
protected from erosion and 
made to produce high quality 
food and cover. Choice foods 
for late Fall, Winter and Sp- 
ring are acorns, beechnuts, 
chufa, corn, flowering dog- 
wood, berries, wild grapes, 
pine seed and agricultural cr- 
ops that provide green winter 
forage such as small grains 
and winter cover. The num- 
ber of turkeys a given area 
can support is directly re- 
lated to the amount of food 
in the area. 

Persons interested in tur- 
keys should begin planning now 
for the coming season. ‘To 
maintain good hunting, the land 
should be posted to control 
hunting and food plots should 
be planted. 

For more information on 
land management for wild tur- 
keys, the trained personnel in 
the local SCS office can help 
you select sites for food plots 
and advise you on what to 
plant, how to plant, and how 
to manage land to produce more 
wild turkeys, phone 894-6332.

(NATO) training exercise tak- 
ing place in Germany 

Sgt. Creech, an aircraft eq- 
ulpment repairman at Holloman 
AFB, N.M., with the 49th Tac- 
tical Fighter Wing, and fel 
low airmen supported their 
unit’s F-4 Phantom aircrews 
during the maneuvers. 

The annual exercise -- des- 
ignated “Crested Cap 74” 
is the fifth in a series demon- 
Strating the U.S. contribution 
to NATO. The 49th’s Phan- 
tom crews are based at Hollo- 
man, but are committed to the 
support of NATO. 

The training began in early 
March with the deployment of 
an element of the wing’s F-4 
aircraft and personnel to Hahn 
AB, Germany, where they sup- 
ported concentrated flight tr- 
aining in the European area. 
Upon completion of the first 
phase, the sergeant and ac- 
companying members of the 
49*!, returned to Holloman. The 
two-month long exercise will 
end in early May. 

Sgt. Creech is a 1968 gra- 
duate of Samson High School. 
His wife, Linda, is the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. J. B, 
Brooks, Rt. 5, Andalusia, Ala. 
Overseer, said, “The highlight 
of the weekend instruction is 
scheduled for 2:00 p.m. Sun- 
day, at which time L. L. Roper, 
District Overseer from Brook- 
lyn will speak on the Subject

Billy's parents had never 


failed to provide him with plenty 
of money, fine clothes. a nice 


home, and a good car. Yet. 
While providing him with all 
these material possessions. 


they overlooked the one thing 
he needed inost. Billy needed 
them to be proud of him for 
his good deeds and to disci- 
pline him for his bad ones. He 
longed for them totell him once 
in a while how much they loved 
him. Surethey loved him, but 
money couldn't talk: only their 
lips could express their love 
in a way which Billy needed 
to hear, 

As a4 young child, Billy was 
dominated by his older sister 
and was never given the atten- 
tion received by his younger 
Sister, Therefore, at an early 
age, he began striving for at- 
tention by doing things he knew 
were wrong. He would break 
his sister's toys, start fights 
with children younger than he, 
and make cursing a part of 
his everyday vocabulary, As 
he grew older he. still felt 
that if no one would notice 
his good acts, he would make 
them notice him through wrong- 
doings. 

By the time Billy had reach- 
ed the age of fifteen, he had 
begun to smoke and drink, and 
even accomplished to get ar- 
rested for disturbing the peace. 
His parents found it amusing 
that he smoke and drank. The 
fact that he had been arrested 
at the age of fifteen was hil- 
ariously funny to theny. But 
Billy did not need their laugh- 
ter--he needed their discipline 
and compassion. Yet, they 
had no time for him since 
they both worked five days a 
week. Then on Saturdays, his 
mother had to take her daugh- 
ters shopping, while his father 
had to go to the liquor store 
and get supplies for their week- 
ly Saturday night parties. Af-

Children Must Have Shots 


Before School 


A minimum of four months 
is required to complete the 
basic series of immunizations 
now required for children en- 


tering school in the fall. “To 
meet requirements of a new 
Alabama law, parents. must 
begin immediately to bring 


their children’s immunizations 
up-to-date,” reminds Dr 
Frederick S. Wolf of the Ala- 
bama Department of Public He- 
alth, 

Children entering kinder- 
garten or the first grade any- 
where in Alabama next fall must 
show proof that they have been 
fully immunized against six 
diseases: diphtheria, pertus- 
Sis (whooping cough), tetanus, 
polio, measles, and rubella. 

Most Alabama children be- 
gin the basic series of re- 
commended immunizations, but 
an alarming number do not 
complete it, notes Dr. Wolf, 
who is director of the Bureau 
of Preventable Diseases. Even 
if the basic series was compl- 
eted during infaney, a child will 
periodically need boosters to be 
adequately protected against 
some diseases. 

By the age of six months, 
a child should have completed 


his basic series of immuni- 
zations. DET and polio boos- 
ters are-.recommended at 18 
months and before entering 
school. 

The philosophy of compul- 
sory immunizations centers 
on the communicable nature of 
the diseases and the close per- 
sonal contact among students. 
Diseases introduced intoa sch- 
ool population can spread ra- 


pidly if the children are not 
immunized 
Use of vaccines has re- 


duced the incidence of certain 
communicable diseases tosuch 


an extent that many parents 
have become apathetic, ob- 
serves Dr. Wolf. “The dis- 


ease-causing Organisms are 
Still present, however, and any 
unimmunized person definitely 
runs a risk.” 

School officials will not be 
allowed to admit a child who 
does not present a certificate 
of immunization or a certifi- 
cate of exemption. The nece- 
ssary certificates and the imm- 
unizations may be obtained 
from private physicians, coun- 
ty health departments, or mil- 
itary clinics (for children who 
are military dependents), 


sure were more important than 
Billy's needs.

Although Billy lived in a 
Small southern town. drugs had 
made a big scene there. Mari- 
juana quickly found a place with 
him but only for a short time. 
as he developed a need for 
something stronger. His emo- 
tional need for compassion had 
been replaced by a physical 
need for tripping out on hard 
drugs. : 

As Billy's needs for strong - 
er drugs increased, he began 
experimenting with heroin to 
fulfill his needs. The heroin 
addiction called for more mon- 
ey than his allowance could cov- 
er. Again his problem was 
solved when he joined a gang 
of punk hoods. Since Billy 
was still a child and unedu- 
cated in the art of burglary, 
he was assigned only minor 
duties to perform. These in- 
cluded climbing through wind- 
ows to open locked doors for 
the others, shoplifting from 
the local stores and then sell- 
ing the articles, and even pick- 
pocketing from his family and 
friends. Being a young and 
inexperienced thief, he was 
very careless in his perfor- 
mance, leaving finger prints 
and clues behind everywhere. 
This carelessness later led to 
the saving of Billy’s life. 

As the months rolled by and 
the speed rolled in, Billy de- 
veloped an outrageous addic- 
tion for the “stuff.” Needle 
marks could be found onnearly 
every vein point on his body. 
The bend of his arm was com- 


pletely blackened with the scar 
of the needle. The pupils of 
his eyes were constantly di- 
lated and his speech was very 
incoherent. He began failing in 
school, lost all interest in sp- 
orts, and became very rebell- 
ious toward those persons 
whom he once cared so much 


for At times, his grandmo- 
ther. who meant more to him 
than anyone, was completely 


unrecognizable to him. He be- 
came a victim of obscenities 
as his sexual lusts grew. This 
lust led him to attempt to rape 


one of his younger sister's 
friends; he also contacted a 
veneral disease from a local 


prostitute. But he didn't care 
and he no longer needed any 
thing from his family except 


money to buy his “goodies 
Billy's body and mind were 
rapidly deteriorating and 


he was too young to realize 
how horrible his situation was 
Finally an incident occurred 


which probably saved Billy 
from completely destroving 
himself. He was arrested one 
night for inciting a fight at a 


local hangout Then he was 
taken to the police headquar- 
ters, booked, fingerprinted, 
and escorted to a cell where 
he spent the rest of the night. 
During. the night one of the 
policemen managed to match 
Billy's fingerprints with a set 
taken from the scene of a re- 
cent burglary. Billy was then 
booked on several counts of 
burglary. He was tried in a 
juvenile court, found guilty, 
and sentenced to serve a term 
of one year in a state reform- 
itory school. 

Even though the sentence 
would probably have been to 
Billy's advantage, his parents 
used their dear money to get 


him put on probation, By 
distributing a little cash “to 
the right people, Billy was 


put on restriction and had to 
report to the juvenile worker 
once every two weeks. , Still 
he had not managed to make 
his pareits realize their money 
could not talk for them. 
Although Billy was on pro- 
bation, without the discipline of 


his parents he was still in the 
same situation. The only thing 
he had accomplished was to 
get a doctor's help to get rid 
of his heroin addiction. Now 
he was back on a previous kick 
of drinking whiskey. But one 
Sunday afternoon his whiskey 
also turned sour on him. As 
a friend and he were speeding 
down the road killing a fifth, a 
small child dashed in front 
of the car on her bicycle. Billy 
quickly hit the brakes, but not 
quick enough to avoid hitting 
the child When he jumped 
from the car and saw the child 


lying unconscious in a puddle 
of blood, he could think of no 
thing but to run from every 
thing 


Billy's feet quickly took him 
to a place he loved most as 4 


child It was an old chapel 
almost hidden by the trees 
and flowers ofthe woods, where 


Billy and his grandfather went 
many times. Memories of his 
grandfather and his wise lec 

tures on life appeared to Billy 
for the first tim. in many years 
As he slowly walked down the 
aisle to the altar, he remem 


bered something his grand 
father had told him never to 
forget. Upon reaching the altar, 


Billy lit an old candle and 
shamefully raised his eyes to 
a painting ofa man witha crown 
of thorns resting on his head 
At that moment he realized 
there was only one love and one 
friend he truly needed and now 
he was on his knees, erying 
in the chapel for the help os

A year has passed since 
Billy cried for Jesus in the 
chapel.

MAYOR ZIGLAR’S 
STATEMENT ON 
TIE VOTE DECISION 


“There are two basic rea 
sons why I cast my vote ag 
ainst supplementing the coa 
ches pay or transferring mon 
ies from city funds tothe School 
Board for this purpose 

“First, the city does not have 
adequate funds available to pay 
its present employees what | 
consider a fair and reasonable 
wage for what they do for our 
citizens. If adequate funds were 
available, our regular fulltime 
employees should be the first 
considered before cutting the 
pie with anyone else, A good 
example is the amount paid to 
the highest salaried employee 
in our Street and Sanitation De- 
partment, this amounts to 
$6,450.00 per year with very 
little fringe benefits. Theave- 
rage per man pay for Elba's 
Street and Sanitation Depart- 
ment last week was $83.81. I 
believe anyone can see from 
these figures that our empl- 
oyees are not adequately com- 
pensated for the services they 
perform and the type work 
they must do to earn a meager 
living. 

“Second, and certainly not 
less important, is the idea of 
supplementing coaches pay and 
not being in position to pay the 
other teachers in the school 
system a comparable supple- 
ment if they too feel they should 
work during the summer 
months and earn it. Iam not 
opposed to the coaches, or any 
other employee of the school 
system earning all the money 
they can earn but I feel it 
would not have been in the 
best interest of the tax paying 
citizen to use their tax money 
that is paid the City of Elba 
for this purpose. Supplement 
should come from the School 
Board monies budgeted for that 
purpose or from interested 
clubs that make up monies for 
the athletic department or 
music department or whatever 
club they want to boost.”

Vaughan, Ellis and Couneil- 
man Sam Sawyer voted yes 
Councilmen Ben Carpenter and 
Virgil Coleman voted no. Mayor 
Owen Ziglar voted no to tie the 
vote and cast his tie-breaking 
vote against the motion to kill 
the matter 

Ziglar then passed around a 
prepared statement explaining 
his reason for voting no on the 
matter.” 


HARSH WORDS 


This action brought out some 
harsh words from several of 
the councilmen and at this point 
Vaughan left the room. Coun 
cilman Ellis asked for a short 
recess and also left, as did 
Ziglar. All returned ina few 
minutes and the meeting pro 
ceeded on other matters 

About 11 p.m. Mayor Ziglar 
again brought the matter up 
and said he wasn’t opposed to 
giving any money tothe schools 
for capital improvements, At 
this point Carpenter exploded 
and left the room. Council- 
man Ellis made a motion to 
appropriate $2100 to the school 
board for capital improvement 
of the football field as a one- 
time appropriation from reve 
nue sharing. Vaughan second- 
ed the motion. It was pointed 
out by Mayor Ziglar that these 
funds could only be used for 
capital improvements and could 
not supplement teachers’ pay 

Councilman Carpenter re 
turned to the room and amend- 
ed the motion to read that the 
city employees and city equip- 
ment be used and do $2100 of 
work on the football field ac 
cording to school official spe- 
cifications, just.as would be 
done if the cash were appro- 
priated Coleman seconded 
the amendiment. 


IMPOSSIBLE CONFUSION 


It is impossible to report 
the confusion that followed, At 
one time it was believed that 
the vote had been tied and un- 
tied by the mayor. At another 
it appeared that Councilman 
Coleman was changing his vote 
to no, making it 4-1 without 
the mayor. At another time it 
appeared he was withdrawing 
his second to the amendment 
but when this newspaper was 
asked (being the only person 
present other than city offi- 
cials) ‘if this confusion were 
going to be reported as it 
happened, anda yes answer was 
received, the councilmen all 
settled to a 3-2 vote against 
with Ellis, Vaughan and Saw- 
yer opposing and Carpenter 
and Coleman voting yes. 

Councilman Sawyer noted 
that “Ben's idea sounds good, 
but I am already committed 
the other way and just can’t 
change.” 

Now the council waited to 
see which direction Mayor Zig - 
lar would yote. After a long 
delay and a plea by Ziglar 
that the entire matter be with- 
drawn, Ziglar declined to vote 
on the amendment, allowing it 
to die. 

Coleman then asked that the 
main motion include a request 
for the check to be earmarked 
for capital improvement. Ellis 
agreed, saying that is what was 
intended. 

Somewhere near this point, 
Ellis addressed himself to Car- 
penter and after noting “we 
have gone along with Car- 
penter’s suggestions in the 
past, but what we are going to 
do in the future is take the 
same attitude.” Apparently be 
was referring to the recrea- 
tion program because the dis- 
cussion(s) seemed to always 
get back to various parts of 
the recreation program. 


MOTION APPROVED 


Finally the group got downto 
a vote on giving the $2100 to 
the school and again the vote 
was 3-2 with Ellis, Vaughan 
and Sawyer voting yes and Car- 


penter and Coleman voting no, 


Again the long pause waiting to 
see what the mayor would do 
this time. After a few minutes 
Ziglar took the same action as 
he had taken on the defeated 
amendment - he declined to 
vote and the motion passed giy- 
ing $2100 to the school for im- 
proving the football field, 

There were some more harsh 
words between the councilman 
and Vaughan stated “I am going 
to be looking around for another 
(recreation) director because 
I am going to put it on the 
table right here.”
